driving at. But it is to be presumed 
that, following the philosophy of his 
congressman-father, who was a noted 
pacifist in his day, Lindbergh is af- 
fected by the whimsical belief thai 
all wars arc imperialistic wars, and 
there is lillle use, Ihcrefore, in fighl- 
ing any war. Whatever some Amer- 
icans might have Ihought about this 
in years past, 1941 prescnls us wilh a 
picture of a Europe in which Hitler 
has captured 14 capitals—most of them 
taken with little or no fighting simply 
because behind Ihe defense lines ihcrc 
wore men who said "It's no use."

In Ihis crisis America is less con- 


cerned about what her foreign policy 
is than in her ability to carry it out, 
whatever it is. 


It is boiler lo be wrong, bill uniled, 


than to bo right, and bickering. 


Americans are not all of one mind 


as to exactly what we ought to do 
wilh respect to Europe. But we are 
agreed on a tentative policy — the 
lease-lend program of aid to Great 
Britain. That much has been debated 
and decided. 


And the implications of that decision 


have escaped Lindbergh. 


The implications of thai decision are 


exceedingly dangerous to the United 
States if she be not united and abso- 
lutely resolved to turn out war-ma- 
terials production with the same haste 
she would turn them out if actually 
now at war 


But Lindbergh wont on with tho

Had ho wished only lo quarrel with 


the president he might have done so 
on grounds which would command a 
very largo section, probably a major- 
ity, of American public opinion. Ho 
might have attacked the continued 
countenancing by federal authority of 
strikes in war-material factories. 


After the implications of Ihe lease- 


lend act Ihis—and not foreign policy 
—is tho major question. 


But the colonel wont on lalking 


aboul foreign policy until finally a 
presidential rebuke reminded the na-

Free speech is not dead in America. 


But we moan to put first things first.

and armed nation behind it.

decision on a test case brought by Rep. 
Arthur Mitchell, D., 111., the only 
negro member of congress. No dissent 
was announced. 


Mitchell contended that he had been 


"forcibly ejected" from a pullman in 
Arkansas while traveling from Chicago 
to Hot Springs in 1937 and had been 
compelled to complete the journey 
"in a Jim Crow car with second-class 
accomodations." 


"This," Hughes asserted, "was man- 


ifestly a discrimination against him in 
the course of his interstate journey 
and admittedly 
that 
discrimination 


was based solely upon the fact that he 
was a negro, 


"The question whether this was 


discrimination forbidden by. the in- 
terstate commerce act is not a ques- 
tion of segregation but one of equality 
of treatment. The denial to appellan 
(Mitchell) of equality of accomoda- 
tions because of .his race would be an 
invasion of a fundamental individ- 
ual right which is guaranteed agains 
state action by the 14th amendment 
and in view of the nature of the righ 
and of our constitutional policy it can 
not be maintained that the discrim- 
ination as it was alleged was not es- 
sentially unjust."

A FAMILY album is a family bis- 
•r* tory —or should be —and for 
that very reason a well-kept, well- 
filled album is one of the most 
treasured family possessions. The 
pictures need not be works of art 
—it they simply provide a cleai^ 
cut record of the family's life, Its 
members and Its activities, that IB 
sufficient. 


Any first-rate album picture tells 


you a number of things, tt is like 
a news item, whose first paragraph 
gives the "who, what, when, where, 
why. 
and how" of an event. If your 


album pictures answer these ques- 
tions, or most of them, they will 
be thoroughly satisfactory. 


Every good, clear picture tells 


"who"—you can easily recognize 
the people in It. it may also tell 
"where"—by including a familiar, 
recognizable scene. However, the 
"when" Is sometimes missing. The 
subjects' costumes may Indicate It, 
in a general way—but you should 
also note down the date under the 
picture when you place It in the 
album. 


Often, too, pictures don't explain 


"why" or "how." Why was the pic- 
ture taken? What was going onr 
If you were on an outing, why don't 
the pictures show what you did? 
Every good picture tells a story— 
and this is especially Important in 
family album snots. 


Continuity Is important, too. The 


album Is a continued story, day to 
day and year to year. Don't leave 
broad gaps In it—Include the every- 
day happenings as well as the big 
family events, if you have children. 
Include a month-to-month record of 
their growth—with a familiar back- 
ground as a "measuring rod." And 
arrange the pictures in proper or- 
der as you take them, so the story 
will run smoothly. 


I have a friend who maintains 


his album In this manner. First, he 
shoots at least one roll of family 
pictures every single week—some- 
trass more, but always a minimum 
of one full roll. 


Then he sets aside one half-hour 


each week for tho album. He inserts 
the new pictures In their proper 
places—writes the date under each 
— adds any explanation that's need- 
eu—and tbe job Is done. It takes 
but a short time, yet It Keeps his 
album ueat, complete, nnd strictly 
up-to-date. 


There's a lot of satisfaction In 


"Growing-up" shots, such as this, 
lend continuity to an album. Take 
them frequently—put a "story" 
Into each of your other album 
shots—and write the date under 


each one. 


such a "family History book"—and 
you can have one just as easily as 
anybody else. All you need is to put 
In a few odd minutes each week, 
and arrange your snapshots accord- 
ing to an orderly plan. 


Pictures In correct order—with 


the date and any other Informa- 
tion under each one—and a "story'! 
in every shot. That's the formula 
for a useful, Informative albuij 
that you will treasure In years to 
come—and now is the time to start 
keeping your album along those 
lines.

Much Research in 
Washington on 
Chinese Drugs 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINOTON-In spite of What 


you may conclude from reading, the 
war Isn't all there is to Washington. 
A few years ago, research scientists 
discovered a Chinese 
drug called 


ephedrin and opened a new door to 
medical treatment. 


A few weeks ago, a Department of 


Agriculture botanist, identified and 
classified (that's practically discovery) 
a new Chinese drug plant. It may 
not be worth a pill-roll to modern 
medicine, but the fact that it has 
been used for centuries as a cure for 
colds, sore throat and minor stomach 
and intestinal ailments by the Chinese, 
is an indication that it might equal 
or top ephedrin. And the fact that 
there is an exciting story behind its 
discovery over in the 'ag depart- 
ment" makes it plenty worth repeat- 
ing, no matter what it amounts to, 


In Agriculture, there are scores of 


scientists who spend days and nights 
with unknown insects and plants and 
eventually give 
them 
names and 


classes, trace out their life histories 
and their usefulness or danger to man- 
kind. There are hundreds of dis- 
coveries each year,

One of the scientists is Dr. Waher 


T. Swingle, botanist, who, to put it 
simply, sure knows a heap about 
Chinese flora.
